No longer is be exempt 
from the payment of taxes, nor dogs he posaesa the 
influence enjoyed by his predecessors. The inoraase 
in their numbers, now thes the netursl check af 
internecine strife is removed with no corresponding 
increase in the amount of agricultural lend available, 
has added to his discomfort. Now-a-days the aver- 
‘age Adamzada is a poor man. 

The Adamzads clans represen$ the fighting class ‘of 
the nation. They supply ths Chitral Seouts with 
their recruits, but the Bodyguard is recruited from 
both the Adamzada clang and the Arbabzadas. 


The Arbabzadas form a very small class, really 
successful Fskir Miskin whe have earned position iy 
the service of the Mehiars. 

An Adsmzada will marry an Arbsbssads girl and 
an Arbabzads will fake unto himself a Fakir Miskin 
woman, but they will be doubiful shout giving their 
-daughters to a lower class, 

Nagratis aud Galsss.-The southern end of the 
valley from Drosk downwards is inhabited by 
Naaratis and Gujars, the former speaking a Aslect 
‘of Pushin which is unknown to most Chitralis. They 
have no persons of note among them.

Ruling Manily.—The ruling family is af the Rater 
clan of Adamzadas. Legitimacy is considered a 
maiter of prime importance in the succession t¢ the 
Mehtarship, but is otherwise 5 disadvantags, as Megi- 
timacy conferred some immunity in the perkxtis 
epidemics of sassesination whieh formerly oocurred 
when @ succession tock place. The gresant Mehter 
has ruled that legitimats sous in his family should be 
given names terminating in Mulk to distinguish ghem 
from illegitimate sons. Exeept for the Mehter suf 
his sons, the only legitimate members of the ruling 
family are the sons of Tehammal Shak. 


The ties of the foster kinship are considered agrong- 
er than those of blood relationship and there is greet 
competition for the fostering of the Mshtar’s children. 

The appended gensslogy of the Chitral ruling 
family is interesting, and affords a very fair epitome 
of ita history. ‘
